LIMERICK FARMER'S 
WILL 


PROBATE SUIT 
From Our Own ConRRESPONDENT. 
LIMERICK, Wednesday. 


At Limerick Circuit Court to-day, David 
Bary, Glenbrohane, Knocklong, sought to 
have admitted to probate the will of the late 
James Clifford. 

It appeared that Clifford, a farmer, had 
lived alone, being attended by a housekeeper. 
He made two wills—one in October, 1933, and 
the second in April, 1934. He died in the 
Mental Ward of the County Hoe. 

Timothy O'Neill, the executor under the 
first will, contested the second on the usual 
statutory grounds. 

The ec T. Kennedy, C.C., Knocklong, 
deposed to drawing up the second will, in 
which the deceased directed that the farm be 
given to his cousin, W. McAuliffe. The 
witness was not aware of the existence of 
another will. In cross-examination the witness 
said that Clifford was not told that his sister 
had died on the day he made the will. 

Thomas O'Dwyer, a signatory to the will, 
said that the! deceased man was normal. He 
spoke about politics and other matters, 

Johanna O Dea, Clifford’s servant, said that 
for some days prior to the making of tho 
second will the deceaged man had delusions. 
He was very bad after making the will, and 
had to be removed to the County Home. 

For the defence it was submitted that the 
deceased man was of unsound mind, memory 
and understanding. ‘The first will directed 
that the farm be sold and the proceeds 
divided between a brother in America and a 
sister who died on the day 
was made, 

Evidence was given to the effect that the 

man was raving and rambling before 


and on the date that the will was made. 


Dr. Hurley, County Home, Newcastle West, 
stated that Clifford was admitted into the 
institution on April 21st, and that later he 
was placed in the mental ward. At that 
time he was not capable of making-a will. 

Mr. David Barry, who was named as 
executor in the will, stated that he visited 
Clifford shortly before the second will was 
made. Nothing transpired of the making of 
the. will, and witness was surprised later, to 
find that he had been named as executor.

Civil Service Expansion 


Is there to be no end (writes a corre 
spondent) to the, expansion of the Free 
State Civil Service? Every piece of legis- 
lation now forced through the Oireachtas. 
involves the creation of a new army of 
State officials. If one is to judge by the 


announcements in regard to examinations 


‘for posts in the Serviée appearing iu the 


official gazette—I/ ris Oifigiuil—for last year, 
the number of State employés must have 
increased by at least 700. This figure has 
been added to within the past few months 
and is growing steadily. The taxpayer 
of course, must foot the bill for all these 
new appointments, and posterity will have 
to pay their pensions. New additions to 
the staffs of Government departments in- 
variably mean additions to the number of 
the higher-paid posts, which involve an 
additional charge upon the Exchequer. 


State ‘Pensioners e 

While on the subject of Civil Service 
expansion I am also reminded of the 
expansion in the number of people who 
are drawing, or will draw very soon, 
pensions from the State. The estimates 
for the current year provide for pensions 
and gratuities, etc., of over £4,'700,000 
payable to old-age pensioners, to resigned 
and dismissed members of the Royal Irish 
Constabulary, to the Garda Siochana, to 


retired civil servants, to national school 
teachers and to retired members of the 
Army, ete.’ There is in the offing, too, a 


pensions scheme for widows and orphans, 
which will place a further heavy liability 
upon the Exchequer. It is, of course, true 
that “many. pensioners have been  sub- 
scribing, or nominally subscribing, for 


years towards payment of their pensions; 
but these subscriptions hive had to be 
suppiemented by payments out of Ex 
chequer funds.

Uranus was in O 

93rd. On a clear night without moonlight he 
‘is visible to the naked eye as a star of the 
6th magnitude. A pair of binoculars will 
make him clearly visible, but will not enable 
the observer to distinguish him from @ sma 
star. If, however, watched for a few nights 
as occasion and weather serve, his motion 
will reveal his planetary character, In a 
moderate telescope his little blue disc 1s 
easily distinguished, looking very different 
from the sharp diamond sparkle of a star. 
A powerful instrument will sometimes reveal 
that he has a trace of cloud belts like those 
of Jupiter. He has moved a little to the 
west of the position indicated in these notes 
last month, and will now be found on the 
line joining Beta Arietis and Alpha Piscium, 
and almost exactly half-way between the two 
stars, j 
Neptune rises nearly the same time as 
Mars. The two planets will be in conjunc- 
tion on the 11th, Neptune being 49 minutes 
of arc (a little more than the diameter of the 
Full Moon), North of his brighter com- 
panion, ‘ This will afford a good opportunity 
of finding Neptune for those who do not 
possess an equatorial. :

November shgted with August the position 
of the meteor month. I say shared because 
of late the November meteors have glmost 
abandoned us: The Leonids, fo the 


premier of >the perivdical. showers, have 
practically failed to turn up since the be- 
ginning of the present century. The Andro- 
medids alag have suffered a falling off since 
the early years of the twentieth century. 
Possibly these famous displays may again 
be seen in the future, but 

“it may be for years, and it may be for ever,’’ 
that they have departed from us. A few 
scattered objects from both showers are still 
seen at the appropriate dates, November 14th 
or 15th for the one, and 17th-23rd ior the 
other, The main streams have moved to 
ee when they no longer encounter the 
‘arth. Im the meantime the vigorous little 
stream of the Beta Draconids has done some- 
thing in October to fill the gap left by the 
loss of the brillant Leonid att Andromedid 
showers in November. 


The *‘ Music of the Spheres “ 


A paragraph has been going the rounds of 
ethe Press lately to the effect that the rays 
from the Moon and the “planet” Vega had 
been passed through the lens of a telescope 
at a Czechoslovakian observato and 
focussed on a photo-electric cell, and finally 
relayed to wireless listeners in the form of 
sound. As regards the Moon, the effect was 
like the tolling of great bells, with a slow 
booming note in the background. When 
Vega came in it sounded like the. shouting of 
a vast crowd. There were two distinct sounds, 
The second was like the galloping of horses. 
The report goes on to say that each star 
differs from its neighbours in the sound it 
gives, and that astronomers can recognise the 
stars by this means. 

The whole thing is a magnificent specimen 
of a mare’s nest. It is quite certain that the 
vays from ‘either the Moon, a planet, or a 
star, if focussed on a photo-electric cell, would 
come out as sound. Also that the sounds 
might very well have the character described. 
But, alas & the picturesgue story, the sounds 
would merely the reproduction of the 
flickering and wavering of our own atmo- 
sphere; the very waves and flutterings which 


are the bane of the astronomer and nullif 
the powers of all the big telescopes. We a 
know that the stars ‘‘ twinkle.”’ The twink- 


ling is produced by the unsteadiness of our 
own air, and a telescope magnifies the twink- 
ling, just in proportion as it magnifies the 
object of observation. This fluttering of the 


light of a star can be quite easily turned into 
sound by a photo-electric cell. But the sound 
does not come from the star. If the atmo- 


sphere’ were not there, the light of all celestial 
objects would be perfectly steady, and no 
sound would result. The “music, ' in fact, 
was not that of the spheres, but origmated 
prosaically in our own atmosphere. These 
newspaper “howlers,’’ when some Pressman 
lets his imagination run away with him, or, 
as often happens, puts two and two together 
and makes fifty, serve to lighten the tedium 
of our long hours of calculation or cold nights 
in a telescope dome. A well-known French 
astronomical publication devotes a column to 
them every month,

a journal published ty the Passionist Fathers. 
In the course ot editoria’ notes it was stated 
that the aliens were being favoured to an 
unbelievable extent by the granting of free 
import licences on the promise to establish 
new industries. ‘“ In practice this works out 
that a monopoly in many distributive trades 
is placed in the hands of some _ unscru- 
pulous, get-rich-quick merchants, with dis- 
astrous results to the plain people of the 
country,” adds the journal. 

It was slso claimed that the ‘ Graduate 
News,” the organ of the National University 
Graduates Committee, supported the view of 
“The Cross,” and recently made a state- 
ment that "a very considerable introduction 
of Englishmen and of naturalised English- 
men, the latter usually Jews, has occurred in 
this country, and what seems to be a wholly 
unnecessary number of foreigners of other 
nationalities, legally called aliens, have 
secured ta in the Free State. There is 
some evidence that ‘n the case of the latter 
ad evasion of the immigration laws has been 
attempted successfully. 


KEY WORKERS 


When inquiries were made by an /rish 
Times representative regarding the employ- 
ment of aliens in Dublin, it was Selated out 
that it was sometimes necessa to bring 
foreigners into the Free State for the pur- 
of acting as ' key workers” when new 
industries were being established. in order 
that they might train Irish operatives. Their 
employment in the countiy was, it was stated, 
strictly controlled under the Aliens Order. 
The suggestion that Jews were being 
allowed to control industry did not receive 
much support. It was admitted, however, 
that a number of them did engage in the 
clothing trade in the Free State. For these 
it was claimed that they had either resided 
in Ireland sufficiently long to be regarded 
as Free State nationals, or that the business 
was ‘being conducted by Irishmen, and that 
the Jews were employed in the work. The 
Control of Manufactures Acts, it was re- 
marked, does not permit aliens to start new 
companies, as the controlling interest must 
be held by Free State nationals. 


THE OFFICIAL FIGURES 


In concluding its comments on alien immi- 
gration, ‘‘The Cross"  states:—‘ That 
evasion of the immigration laws is taking 
lace in wholesale fashion is common 
nowledge. The growth of subversive 
doctrines, of non-Christian morality, and of 
anti-Christian teaching may in many cases 
be traced to the activities of alien immi- 
grants. It is high time that some official 
action was taken to cut off this undesirable 
infection at its source, and to put an end 
to any illicit activities directed towards the 
evasion of the strict requirements of the 
Aliens Order. A rigid inspection of the 
credentials of many newly-arrived immigrants 
would doubtless result in a drastic diminution 


Free at the number of alien 
immigrants who entered the country last year 
was 557, as compared with 995 in 1932. No 


figures are available to show how many 
ersons from Great Britain arrive in the Free 
tate to take up cmployment in Irish in- 
dustries, whether as executives or ordinary 
workers. 


MR. C. E. GRIBBON’S 
PAINTINGS 


ON VIEW IN DUBLIN 


Another Belfast man, Mr. C. Edward 
Gribbon, has brought his paintings to Dublin, 
and has opened an exhibition of them at the 
Angus Gallery, 56 St. Stephen 's Green. Mr. 
Gribbon shows nothing referable to the North. 
He has brought work done during a long 
sojourn in Southern Europe. The Island of 
Ischia, —— of Capri, and Roman scenes 
are the subjects of most of the pleasant 
pictures on view. He has been unwise, how- 
ever, in introducing a scene from further 
East, a conception of the Crucifixion. Be- 
neath lurid layers of black and yellow sky 
the artist has drawn three crosses, which 
must be about twenty-five feet high if they 
are commensurate with the mourning figures 
at the base of the central cross. In all the 
figures the arms are drawn rectilinearly true 
to the angles of the a . The apparently 
beardless Christ is paintéd with the feet so 
disposed as to need separate nails. The treat- 
ment of the subject is unconventional, -but is 
neither devotional nor dramatic. 

Mr. Gribbon evidently delights in the 
lucid atmospheres of the editerranean 
littoral. His canvases of sea and landscape 
rejoice in the vivid colours oí clear airs and 
abiding sunshine. The striking intenseness of 
the tones does not blare their sharp contrasts, 
for the artist has well conveyed the 
harmo iising light which unifies every variety 
of singularity. ‘‘Fario Bay,” No, 3, and 
No. 5, .“Sirocca, Ischia ’—the latter, not- 
withstanding its disagreeing foreground—will 
attract attention. Another excellent work is 
No. 6, “View from Haut de Cagnes.” 
Visitors will note in some canyasses effects 
obtained with heavily laid paint. 

Mr, Gribbon has keen appreciation of archi- 
tectural. beauty, which he has expressed 
or)! im his water colours, No. 8, 
“Santa Maria Maggiore.” and No, 9, “S, 
Francesca Romana.’’ Two other notable 
works, one in oils and the other in water

have called for dexterous composition in the 
effort io convey spaciousness and _ scenic 
grandeur, despite the difficulties of perspec- 
tive.

FE the Dublin programmes were set down 
differently, listeners would find that a

TALKS 


AMERICA AND JAPAN AT 
LOGGERHEADS

The clash of policies imthe London naval 
conversations continued» unrelieved last 
night after a further meeting between the 
American and Japanese missions. 

Japan insists that she will not sign any 
new naval limitation treaty that does not 
place her on an equality in global tonnage 
with Britain and the United States. 

Mr. Norman Davis and Admiral Standley, 
leaders of the United States Delegation, 
went last'evening tothe Japanese Embassy, 
and were with Mr. Matsudaira, the 
Japanese Ambassador, and Admiral Yama- 
moto about an hour and a half. The expert 
advisers were present on both sides. 

Discussion tended directly on the 
Japanese claim of parity. The United 
States delegates went into details on the 
reasons for American opposition, 

The American view is that the present 
ratio does not place Japan in a position of 
real inferiority because her defence 
problems and naval needs are not the 
same. On the Japanese side the reply was 
that Japan regards the five-five-three ratio 
as being against. her prestige. Japan, it 
was stated, did not intend to build up to 
equality at once. No time schedule was, 
however, suggested. : 

Japanese and American ideas as to what 
can be called weapons of offence, and which 
are weapons of defence, also were found to 
differ radically, 

Mr. Norman. Davis will to-day have an 
interview .with Sir John Simon at the 
Foreign Office: Mr. Davis is the United 
States Ambassador-at-Large, awd the ap- 
pointment is stated to have been made for 
discussion of subjects arising at Geneva, 
but the naval controversy, no doubt; will 
be touched on.

Australia and Ireland 


Just over a week ago two British 
airmen contrived to pilot a, machine from 
England to Melbourne in seventy-one 
hours, and a regular air liner, piloted 


by two .Dutchmen, made the same 
journey in comfort in something less 
than four days. These astonishing 


speeds have turned the eyes of England 
and Australia to the condition of the air 
mail services. Plans have been afoot for 
some time to establish a rapid service 
between the two countries, but they have 
been thrown into disorder by the result 
of the race; for a schedule, which three 
weeks ago might fairly have been de- 
scribed as rapid, no longer merits the term. 
The original intention was that the new 
air mail service between England and 
-Australia should oceupy fourteen days. 
Now fourteen days seem to be a ludicrously 
long time, and the postal authorities of 
both nations are wondering whether it can- 
not be shortened. The Royal Dutch Air 
Line has offered an eight-day programme 
for the carriage of mails between Amster- 
dam and Australia, so that the British 
line, unless it is able-to offer better terms 
than a fourteen-day service, is faced with 
almost insuperable competition. We can 
be certain, however, that something will 
be done to keep the carriage of mails and 
passengers in British hands, and that the 
challenge will be taken up before long. 
Already there is talk of new machines 
which will equal the speed of the Dutch 
lines. At all events, if Britain is not pre- 
pared to accelerate her services, the high 
possibility is that the Commonwealth 
Government will ignore its loyalty to the 
Empire, end will accept the fastest 
contract. 

All this agitation for faster mail 
services between Europe and Australia has 
a moral for Saorstét Eireann. While the 
world in general is straining every sinew 
to improve its postal services, she, 
apparently, is content to jog along in the 
old, humdrum fashion. Yesterday the 


Ministér for Posts and Telegraphs, 
jaddressing the Dublin Chamber of 
Commerce, offered a _ strangely halí- 


hearted defence of the Free State’s postal 
system. So far as services are con- 
cerned, he said, those of the Saorstdt are 
in no way inferior to those of other ‘‘ com- 
parable ” administrations. That is true, 
‘if we accept the argument that the 
Saorstat’s business is merely to provide 
services as good as those of other 
‘‘comparable’’ administrations. ‘‘Com- 
parable ’’ administrations, presumably, 
are the administrations of gather small 
countries; and Mr. Boland’s plea is, in 
effect, that we ought to be content to 
maintain our services at the level of 
theirs, without any attempt to surpass 
them—a_ strangely spiritless argument 
Nevertheless, it is true that little fault 


[can be found with the Saorstdt’s postal 


services, so far as they go. The fault lies 
in the price charged for them. A letter 
from Dublin to Howth demands a two- 
penny stamp; a letter from London to 
Howth can be transmitted for three- 
halfpence, It costs 1s. 6d. to send a 
telegram in the Saorstát, as compared 
with the charge, between Northern 
Ireland and England, of one shilling. 


‘Within the last month a telephone sub- 


scriber in England has been permitted to 
make a night call to Ireland for 1s. 6d.. 
but the return call from the Free State 
costs 3s. 9d. Moreover, there is a delivery 
charge of sixpence on every parcel, in 
addition to the ordinary charge for 
postage. 

Mr. Boland contends that the Free State 
Government could not afford to reduce 
these charges, and thereby to increase the 
utility of the postal services. We venture 
to question his judgment. A reduction of 
charges, in all probability, would lead to 
a much wider use of the services, which 
would more than compensate the Govern-. 
ment for its initial loss. We submit, how. 
ever, that, even if no such result should 
follow, the Department of Posts and 
Telegraphs ought to be prepared, never- 
theless, to reduce its charges. The Post 
Office is not in the position of a business 
firm, which must show a profit at the 
year's end or expect trouble: it is a 
department of the Government, and its 
losses can be repaired by profits in.other 
departments, just as any profit which it 
may ‘gather goes to the common Govern- 
ment account. Satiefactory—that is to 
say, efficient and cheap—postal services 
are essential to the community. It is the 
Government's task to consider whether it 
ought not to improve and cheapen those 
services, even at the risk of financial loss. 
At present the Post Office is the one public

The Nazi Way 


A striking example of Nazi efficiency is 
provided by the manner in which Dr. 
Schacht, Herr. Hitler’s Minister for 
Economics, has formed a compulsory 
association in Germany for the extraction 
of motor spirit from brown coal. Germany 
is very rich in lignite deposits, and there 
are some three hundred firms in the 
country which produce brown coal. Some 
of them are exceedingly wealthy, and yield 
substantial profits to their shareholders, 
while others, operating on a small scale, 
are almost equally poor. Dr. Schacht, 
however, has forced all these firms, rich 
and poor alike, to amalgamate in an 
association to produce motor spirit from 
lignite, 
formed a company known as the Brown 
Coal-Petrol A-G, with an initial capital 
of 100,000,000 marks. Two hydrogenation 
plants are being established in Centra] 
Germany—for fairly obvious reasons—and 
from the outset it has been clear that the 
participating firms cannot hope to make 
any real profit from the undertaking. The 
idea in Dr. Schacht’s mind is that 
Germany ‘must be rendered independent 
of foreign oil supplies at the earliest 
possible moment, and the firms that form 
the “ compulsory association ” have no 
illusions in the matter. They must do as 
they are told. Dr, Schacht has appointed 
Dr. Deumer, of the Reichsbank, as Special 
Commissioner in charge of the al coed 
he will have very far-reaching powers. In 
fact, he will have authority in certain 


circumstances to act as representative of 
‘the new company, to give opinions, and 


conduct negotiations on its behalf, presum- 
ably without any previous consultation 
with the directors. Not unnaturally, busi- 
ess circles in Germany are doubtful of 

is precedent, which, they fear, may have 

idespread results ; but they are beginning 
: realise now that Herr Hitler was in 

rnest when he founded his ‘‘totalitarian’’ 
State. Dr. Schacht hopes, as a beginning, 
to produce some 500,000 tons of motor 
spirit every year. Germany at ‘present 
imports about.1,000,000 tons of spirit from 
abroad ; but Dr. Schacht reckons that by 
1937 all imports will become unnecessary. 
It seems that, if the producers are content 
to work at a Joss, there will be hardly any 
limit to the amount of motor spirit that 
can be produced; for Germany possesses 
huge quantities of lignite; and, as the 
Government is determined that no private 
interests shall be allowed to stand in the 
way of the scheme, it very probably will 
succeed. Foreigners willask themselves 
why Germany should be so anxious to 
achieve independence of foreign oil 


question in the case of Japan.” It would be 
foolish to pretend that the Germans are 
not taking early precautions against 
another war, and it may, or may not, be 
significant that Dr. Schacht hopes to be 
producing 1,000,000 tons of spirit annually 
by 1937, the very year in which Herr 
Hitler’s great motor roads will be com- 
pleted, and in which the four years for 
which he asked last year will have come 
to an end. Whatever one may think of 
the reasons for Dr. Schacht’s new move, 
one cannot but admire the thoroughness 
with which he has gone to work. It may be 
a form of ‘ inverted Bolshevism,’’ as its 
critics allege; but at any rate it gets

“Here Be Monsters ”’ 


When the medieval explorer came home 
after adventures in forei parts he 
brought with. him much ni aR infor- 
mation on .the subject of mandrakes, 
mermaids, and other commonplace 
features of life abroad that were strangely 
lacking in his native land. Nowadays, 
the tourist hardly ever meets with these 
phenomena ; but there is still ground for 
a suspicion that life in other countries is 
much more colourful than life at home. 
How long is it, tor example, since a 
growth of “ what appears to be sheeps’ 
wool ’’ made its appearance in an Irish 
field? The occurrence is reported from 
China, and the wool has the” almost 
human quality of standing up in the morn. 
ing and lying down again at night. From 
China, too, comes the news of a tree that 
bleeds; but then China always was one 
of the places where the more remarkable 
things were seen in previous centuries, 
and there is little cause for wonder that 
its characteristics have been maintained 
to the present day. The more inaccessible 
parts of Europe concentrate less on such 
matters than on the provision of 
centenarians, and the latest specimen 
(aged 150) was discovered only a week 
ago. Even the Dominions, we are ; ad 
to note, are nut behindhand. Perhaps, 
they can show nothing so enterprising as 
the American fish that burst through the 
window of its aquarium some days ago, 
fell six feet to the floor, ‘‘ ran” for 
seventy-five feet, and finally hid in a 
corner. At ihe same time, there is a man 
in Sydney that eats grass, and a racehorse 
in New Zealand that drinks nothing but 
milk, while a sea-monster, covered with 
spikes and emitting gasping noises, has 
his home off the coast of Queensland. 
Only in Great Britain and Ireland are 
these attractions missing, and we cannot 
help feeling that their absence is both 
strange and unfortunate.

present sittings, so that there may be 
more time to devote to the Sedition and 
Betting Bills. As a matter of fact, 
opposition to thé Electricity Bill is as 
strong as it is to the others. A consider- 
able group of Conservative members had 


referred to a select committee, a course 
which would have involved a protracted 
hearing, with the attendance of counsel 
and _— witnesses. No fewer than 
fifty-seven authorised electricity under- 
takings recently petitioned the House of 
Commons to the same end. The bill may 
be reintroduced later on ; but, if so, it will 
be. drastically amended. The Govern- 
ment’s decision to take the Betting Bill 
from a Standing Committee and debate 
it on the floor of the House of Commons 
is to be challenged to-morrow on the 
ground ,that such a step lacks precedent. 
The Government is determined to 
persevere with the bill, however, and in 


bill will certainly be passed into law. 


Proposals for India

THE BETTING BILL 
ee: 


In a leading article to-day The Times 
observes:—-The Betting Bill has been 
much exposed to prophets. They were 
about it in its infancy, and they have 
been slow to desert it in its maturity. 
When the Royal Commission on Lotteries 
and Gambling reported, the prophetic 
chorus was, or purported to be, confident 
that the Government would take care to 
give its report a quiet departmental 
death. When the bill appeared the wise- 
acres retreated in good order. It would, 
they said, be thrown out or emasculated 
by the Upper House. When the Peers, 
after discussing and amending the 
measure in debates of a characteristically 
high quality, passed it without a division 
the same purveyors of political intelli- 
gence were agreed that the House of 
Commons was seething against it. 

To-day the Government will move a 
resolution to bring the bill back to the 
floor of the House with the intention of 
passing it through all its stages before 
the session ends. The campaign of the 
soothsayers shows how extremely reluc- 
tant are the interests ranged against the 
bill to attack it by direct argument, and 
proves that it hurts a measure very little 
to be assailed with prophetic political 
notes. In the main, it was fashioned by 
the Royal Commission which, in a report 
that. was singularly free from the pro- 
hibitionist taint, showed that it had re- 
membered and respected. the right of the 
public to amuse itself withont unneces- 
sary interference. The bill has closely 
followed the report, and its claims to be 
a coherent and common-sense Measure are 
founded upon that carefully considered 
and impartial document. It deviates from 
its original only where it increases con- 
cessions to the promoters of dog-racing, 
and where it preserves a lamentable 
anomaly by emitting the rational regula 
tion of cash betting—an omission which 
future legislation must make good. But 
the bill, as a whole, establishes a fair and 
consistent equilibrium between the various 
interests, public and private, that are 
affected. 

The Government, in making the plan 
their own, have made themselves respon- 
sible for no piece of partisan legislation. 
Nor when the recent history of the Tote 
and the precarious state of the Jottery 
laws are considered, can anyone charge 
them with precipitancy. It is certainly 
the Government’s business to preserve and 
enact the compromise that has been 
reached, and those who wish to resist it 
will find no concealment in rules of pro- 
cedure,

POST OFFICE SERVICES 

The Minister for Posts and Telegiaphs 
(Mr, soland) said he thought they would 
all agree that the Free State services were 
in no way infer.:r to those provided by 
other comparable administrations, whilst 
as regards charges, the.comparison with, 
those of the British administration was 
not a just one. In England, with its 
population of 46 millions, the. inland 
trafic was 6,438 million items, whilst the 
Free .tate figure, with i's populaticn of 
three millions, was 129 million items. The 
Free State Post Office inherited a ‘defivit 
of over £1,100,000 a year when it took 
over in 1922, and it was not until the lass 
couple of years that che deficit was wiped 
out--an achievement which, he thought, 
creditable, as it was secured without im- 
pairing the main services, 

The position now was that the Depart- 
ment could be said to be paving its way, 
but it was obliged to scrutinise closely 
every proposal for improved services or 
for reductions in charges in order to secure 
that its finarcial position was not again 
impaired. In this connection he referred 
to the repeated suggestion that the Free 
State letter post rates should be reduced 
in order to bring them into line with the 
British rates. 

Such a reduction. said Mr. Boland, 
would involve the Department in an im- 
mediate annual loss: of £230,000 approxi- 
mately, and is, therefore, impracticable 
at present. 

The question of establishing a sample 
post, under which specimens might be 
exchanged within the Free State at cheap 
rates, had been examined, and it 
had been decided to introduce such 
a service, under which firms which wished 
to send samples of their wares to customers 
mivht send them at special rates :—

“The Minister said he was pleased ‘to 
say that the Post Office Savings Bank, 
sinte its establishment in 1932, had shown 
progressive development. The number of 
depositors in 1923 was 80,400, with a total 
of £1,596,613, or £19 17s. 2d:. per head to 
credit, In 1933 the number was 240,357, 
with a total of £4,838,388, or £20 2s. Yd., 
whilst in the first nine months of this year 
the number. was 257,000, with a total of 
£5,422;000, or £21 1s, fd. per head. . 
The position of bah Certificates was 
also’ Satisfactory. The net amounts 
remaining invested at the end of <the 
financial years stated were as follows :— 
1925.26, £1,771,549 ; 1930-31, £6,357,406 ; 
1982-33, £7,647,187 ; 1933-34, £7,818,214. 
_ he Minister produced graphs to show 
the improvement in the telephone system, 
and said that every county and almost 
every. district was touched by the develop- 
ment since 1922; and that in spite of the 
fact-that the Department was handicapped 
owing to the urgent need for economy. In 
1922 the number of subscribers stood at 
11,700, and the, number of telephone 
stations at 19,200. To-day the figures 
reached 20,875 subscribers and over 
43,000 telephone stations. In 1925 sub- 
scribers were served by 192 exchanges and 
585 public call offices, and to-day these 
have increased to,754 exchanges and 1,361 
ublic call offices. In 1923 the number of 
focal calls was 164 millions, and in 1933 
the number had risen to 243 millions. 
The revenue had risen proportionately. A 
very satisfactory feature was the con- 
tinued upward trend of trunk traffic, and 
the figures for the past four months of 
this year reached a new high level. 


RAPID DEVELOPMENT 

The mileage growth showed that in 
1923 open trunk lines in the Free State 
measuted 6,604 miles; to-day the number 
‘stood at 15,271 miles—an increase of 150 
per cent. Subscribers’ open wires 
measured 16,071 miles eleven years ago ; 
to-day they reached 19,113 miles. Unider- 
ground wires showed an extraordinary 
increase during the same period, moving 
from 26,977 miles in 1923 to 82.573 miles 
to-day, an increase of more than 200 per 
cent. The desire of the Department was 
to develop more. and more the under- 
ground plant, so that the service might, 
not be subject to interruptions.. This was! 
an expensive phase of development. 

Further extension, of the automatic 
telephone service in Dublin would involve 
considerable outlay. New automatic 
exchanges at Rathmines and Terenure had 
to be provided immediately, and it was 
hoped to have the exchanges working by 
the end of next year. The question of the 
boundary of the Dublin automatic area 
had: not been finally decided, but it was 
possible it would be extended to include 
Palkev. In that event a substantial re- 
duction in call prices in*the areas affected 
would result approximately threepence 
per call if it were decided to take Dalkey 
in. 

As to the important matter of rentals 
and tariffs, the Minister pointed out that 
it was only in 1932 that that branch of 
the service was able to show a surplus on 
a commercial basis, and, having regard to 
the heavy financial commitments in ‘con- 
nection with telephone capital expenditure, 
it was his opinion that any general re- 
duction in rates here would result in a 
heavy loss in the working of the depart- 
ment. A thorough examination of all the 
circumstances was, however, in hands to 
ascertain what reductions, if any, the ser-. 
vice could bear. In saying that he was 
not to be taken as holding out any hope 
that they were likely to adopt the recent 
British scheme. Even to-day the business 
man in Dublin was in a better position 
in respect of rentals than his colleague in 
London amd in other large centres in Eng- 
land. 


TELEGRAPH LOSSES 


In London the price was £7 12s. ‘per 
annum, and in the four largest cities of 
England £7 per annum. Subscribers here 
paid £6 10s. per -nnum. The private 
residence rate was dearer in London than 
in Dublin by 4s. per annum. Rates had 
been made cheaper in England for long- 
distance -calls,- doubtless, because of the 
huge surplus. No such reduction here couid 
result in the continuance of a profit on 
the service within a measurable period of 
time. 

The development and extension of the 
telephone service had serious repercus- 
sions on the telegraph service. This was 
true not only of the Free State, but the 
World over. 

Each passing year showed a drop in the 
telegraph business. At the present time 
the average revenue derived from an 
Ordinary telegram was 1s. 10d., whereas 
‘the overall cost of handling was approxi- 
mately 2s. 34d. It would be realised that 
a reduction in telegraph rates was not a 
practicable proposition from the econmoic 
point of view. 

Proposing a vote of thanks to the 
Minister, Mr. T. F. Laurie, Chairman of 
the Port and Docks Board, said that in- 
creased traffic was the only cure for the 
department's ills so far as the postal and 
telegraph servicés were concerned. 

Alderman Hubbard Clark formally 
seconded the motion, which was carried 
with acclamation. 

The Minister promised to have inquiries 
made into questions of postal deliveries in 
certain areas of the city mentioned by

THE LORD BISHOP 


The Lord Bishop, in the course of his 
presidential address, said :— 

‘I have been round the Diocese of Raphoe 
on my triennial confirmation tour this year, 
and I have been able to preach in a large 
proportion of the churches in Derry Diocese 
on Sundays. So I have seen a good part of 
the united diocese, and-I have ha py memo- 
ries of my varied experiences. I do sincerely 
believe that “' true religion” is growing 
among us. I have seen, for exampie, numbexs 
of young fellows present at Communion Ser- 
vices—I don’t mean at Christmas or Easter— 
and those young fellows are not there unless 
it signifies something very real to them. The 
need for God, the need for uplifting spiritual 
experience, this is, I believe, being more and 
more widely felt, not here only, but in many 
parts of the world, in spite of ali the disinte 
grating forces that are at work-—perhaps be- 
cause of them. The interest aroused by the 
movement which has recently emanated from 
America, popularly known as the Oxford 
Group Movement, whatever one may think of 
some of its methods and some of its teachinz, 
is eurely evidence of a widespread dissatisfac- 
tion with the values and standards of life, tuo 
commonly accepted, and of a desire to attain 
something higher and better. I hope-one 
result will be a quickening of interest in 
‘ne foreign missionary work of the Church. 
The present position in the mission field is 
critical. Vast opportunities exist to-day 
which cannot be made use of owing tc lack 
of wholehearted support from the 
Church’s members. And 1 cannot see any 
hopeful prospect for the world except in the 
religion of Jesus Christ. A narrow-minded 
nationalism is shutting up one people from 
another and setting them against one another. 
The religion of Jesus Christ—I don’t mean 
formally professed—is the one and only help- 
ful solvent. In opposition to it an atheistic 
Communism is sending i‘s missionaries far 
and wide, especially in the East, where, in 
the prophet’s language, “the gods are 
famished '—the old faiths are ceasing to 
help the peoples, and we cannot doubt for 
a moment that, as a result of its success, 
the last state would be infinitely worse than 
the first.” :

MISSIONS

In India the number of 
Protestant” Christians in districts he knew 
of had risen by 400,000, the Anglican 
Church’s share being 176,000, and ‘every year 
something like 45,000 converts were. coming 
in.

Sir John Withers, M.P., introducing the 
deputation, said that the reform of the House 
of Lords was a matter not for private 
members, but for the Government, and, a 
fortior:, for & national Government which 
could do justice as between all parties, The 
objection which was sometimes put forward 
that theré was no agreed plan was not, he 
said, a valid one, because on that basis no 
Government could introduce a Budget, as it 
would never get an agreed system of taxation 
among the members of a party or of the 
House of Commons. The real danger in re- 
lation to the position of the House of Lords 
was that of the Labour Party getting a 
majority, passing bills through the House of | 
Commons, and passing them through the 
House of Lords, irrespective of the Pazlia- 
ment Act, by swamping the Peers... It was 
essential that there should be reconstruction, 
at. any rate, so that no swamping should take 
place. : 

Lord Winterton and Mr. H. V. Raikes also 
spoke. They referred to the need for a good 
revising Chamber, and drew attention to re- 
peated expressions of opinion by Conservative 
representatives on the urgency of the House 
of Lords reform. 

Mr. Baldwin's reply was to the effect that 
there ic no prospect of any. Government legis- 
lation on this subject being introduced during 
the lifetime of the present Parliament. He 
explained that the remaining time of the 
present Parliament was so fully mortgaged 
that it would be impossible for the Govern- 
ment to take up a question of this kind and 
force it. through. e also stated that there

SIR R. HORNE'S VIEWS 
seas Amanat 


Reference to the competition which the 
railways would have to meet not only from 
the reads, but also from the air, was made by 
Sir Robert Horne, Chairman of the Great 
Western Railway Company, at Swansea yester- 
day. 

_ Accompanied by several colleagues on the 
Board, Sir Robert inspected the Swansea 
Docks, and, speaking at-a luncheon attended 
by local industrialists and business men, he 
said that he thought it was not entirely fair 
to estimate the future of the docks by the 
precise percentage returned upon the capital 
expended. He confessed, as a member oí the 
Board, that they anticipated a higher return 
at the timegphey purchased the Swausea 
Docks, and t their action was not entirely 
philanthropic. Nevertheless, they were look. 
ing forward to better times at the docks and 
achieving a larger return upon their invest- 
ment. 

Export trade was to-day greatly handi- 
capped by the nationalistic spirit which one 
found in many cases, and also to some extent 
by difficulties in exchange. He looked with 
increasing confidence to the home. market, 
and so far from thinking that everything had 
now come near the limit, developments were 
taking place in the confident belief that they 
woud he supported by the home market, and 
by the enlightened policy which the Govern. 
ment of the day adopted. i 

He was sure that there were many lines in 
which this country could increase its indus- 
tries, if only we were imaginative enough to 
understand people’s wants and requirements, 
and if only the public weré’*prepared to sup- 
port their own industries. 

Referring to other forms of transport, Sir 
Robert said that they would be deceiving 
themselves very. greatly if they did not realise 
the fullest extent of the competition that 
was coming against railways, not merely from 
the rend, but also from the air. Our policy, 
he said, is to be in the van of progress in 
that. direction, and to meet road competition 
by increased fatilities upon our own tracks, 
and to follow up, whetevér the trade offers, 
such means. as may be devised. for air trans- 
port. I would point out, however, that in a 
narrow, constricted country. like curs ti ere is 
mo such room for air transport as in the 
United States of America.

The Presidential appointments, an- 
nounced to-night, to the new Advisory 
Councils under the Corporative Constitu- 
tion—which comes into force to-morrow— 
constitute a moral defeat for the Heim- 
wehr, the semi-military Fascist organisa- 
tion, of which Prince Starhemberg, the 
Deputy Chancellor, is President. 

In the Staatrat (State Council), which 
is the chief of the new Councils, the Heim- 
wehr have 14 of; the 49 seats. The 
Christian, Socialists, the party of the late 
Dr. Dollfuss and of the Chancellor, Dr. 
Kurt Schuschnigg, have 20. Other parties 
forming the Government bloc, the Vater. 
land Front, have 15. 

Among the Christian Socialists who re- 
ceived appointments are many leading 
opponents of the Heimwehr, such as the 
formér Chancellor, Karl Vaugoin, the for- 
mer Minister of Defence, and Prince von 
Schoenburg-Hartenstein. 

The allocation of seats on the so-called 
Cultural Council and the Economic 
Council is similar. In fact, the Heim- 
wehr demand for a predominant position 
under the new order, which has béen 
reiterated. in many meetings recently, has 
not yet been met.

N the resumed debate on the Report stage 
| of the Incitement to og Bill in 

the Commons to-day, Mr. Dingle Foot 
(Liberal) moved an.amendment to Clause 1, 
de , as he ed, to bring its provi- 
sions into line with Section 1 of the Intite- | 
ment to Mutiny ‘Act of 1797. In the Act the 
words used were: ' To seduce a member of 
the Forces from his duty and allegiance.’ in 
the present bill the words were “duty or 
allegiance.” The effect of the substitution of 
the word “or” for “and” was, he said, to 
create an entirely new offence unknown to 
English law. 
he Attorney-General (Sir Thomas Inskip) 
said that the Government could not accept 
the amendment. : 
Vice.Admiral “Taylor (Conservative) said 
that if people were to be permitted to seduce 
soldiers and sailors from their duty of main- 
taining order, that would be,an end of the 
liberties of British citizeps. i 

Mr. Wilmot (Labour), referring to Vice- 
Admiral Taylor's speech, said that if these 
‘‘teumpetings ”’ from the quarter-deck were 
justified, there must be something very dirty 
going on below, and the navy must be on the 
verge of mutiny. 
Vice-Admiral Taylor intervened to say that 
hé never intended to suggest that. There was 
no discontent in-the mind of a simple sailor. 
The danger came from others who tried to 
seduce him from his duty. ' 
Mr. Wilmot—I was a simple sailor myself 
from 1914 to 1918. : 
Vice-Admival .Taylor—You. have lost your 
simplicity since then. (Laughter) == 
Mr. Aneutin Bevan (Labour) maintained 
that the clatise as it. stood created. a new 
offence, and no case had heen made out for 
such a drastic change in the law.

The next amendment was moved by Mr. 
Buchanan (Labour) to exempt from the pro- 
visions of the bill a speech or an article in 
the Press advising members of the forces not 
to allow themselves to be used in an industrial 
dispute. ‘ i 

Mr. D. Kirkwood (Labour), in seconding the 
amendment, said that it offered the Govern- 
ment a way out of the awful position in which 
they would be placed should there be a big 
industrial dispute, , 

The NSolicitor-General (Sir Donald Somer- 
vell). said that the question whether the 
armed forces of the Crown should be used in 
an industrial dispute was one for the Govern- 
ment of the day to decide. Whilst he could 
not accept the amendment in the form in 
which it appeared on the paper, it was a fact 
that so far as this Government was concorned 
and, indeed, any other Government, it had 
n@ver beén their policy to use the Army in 
an industrial dispute. 

It was done in 1921 and 1926, interrupted 
several Labour members. | 

The Solicitor-General—If, as the result of 
an industrial dispute, there is civil disturb- 
ance which may endanger life and Fonn 
it is for the Government to say whether 
armed forces should be called upon to pre- 
serve order, 

Mr. George Lansbury (Labour) said that 
the real issue 1:ised by the amendment was 
whether troops should be used in any cir- 
cumstances connected with an industrial dis- 
pute. The very fact of calling out troops 
was in itself provocative. 

The Attorney-General pointed ont that, as 
the law stood, the Government or the civil 
power cculd call upon the troops for assist- 
ance in an emergency. What the hill aimed 
at was to prevent any individual citizen from 
encouraging a soldier or a sailor to disobey 
orders. 

The amendment was rejected by 287 votes

Peace the Attorney-General accepted: ian 
amendment substituting a Judge of the High 
Court for the Justices of the Peace. He 
made it clear, however, that he did not for a 
moment associate himself with the fears that 
had been expressed as to possible abuse of 
the magistrates’ powers.
